childish pranks. The mothers re­ 
called how they had watched the 
Ill-fated bus carrying their

dren off to school.

There was the sight of the 
splintered and tangled bus.

Every one of the eleven occu­ 
pants of tho bus, except one, was 
killed. 
The lone survivor—and 
how she escaped Is n miracle 
is 12-year-old Ethel Mae Davidson.

Two railroad in­ 
spectors have been ordered to the 
scene to investigate the crash from 
the point of view of the railroad. 
Taylor, the driver of the ill-fated 
bus, has been driving the school 
vehicle for more than four years,

Mares, of Brook Park Village, had | 
a reputation tor carefulness. 
John 
Hand, 
engineer 
of 
the 
death train, has been an engineer 
for thirty-seven years. 
School buses in this district are 
to be rerouted. 
The Berea board

last night appointed a committee 
to revise the route of school buses 
so as to avoid their travel over as 
many grade crossings as possible. 
It was also decided to have on all 
buses, hereacter. 
a high 
school 
boy who will act as 'signal man'' 
for the driver at crossings. 
Funeral services tor most of the 
victims of Die crash will probably 
he held Friday. Brook Park schools. 
where all of the child victims were 
pupils, were closed today, and will 
remain closed for the rest of the 
week.
